with its netwerk of steel rails. Tho | 


report of the road for the year 1910 
puts the actual C.P.R. mileage at 10,- 
270.6, and the mileage under construc- 
tion at 471.4 miles, This year's report 
shows that the actual mileage of the 
company has advanced to 16,480,9 
miles and that it has 983.3 miles of 
new track under construction, This 
means that the C.P.R. have under 
construction almost three miles of 
track for every working day in the 
year,

While most of the new track is be- 
ing laid west of Winnipeg, there are

There is now 
a through service between Weyburn 
and Ogema. The stations on the line 
being: Weyburn; Tatagawa, Yeoman, 
Trossachs, Forward, Khedive, Pang- 
man, Amulet and Ogema, 

On the rest of the line from Ogema, 
westward, grading was commenced in 
May this year and up till last month 
fifty per cent of it had been completed 
to mileage seventy-two. 

Big Dam Progressing. 

Canadian Pacttic Railway officials 
report good progress in connection 
with the constructidn of their big dam 
at Bassano, Aila. This dam is being 
erected by the irrigation department 
ot the Canadian Pacific Railway to 
divert water from the Bow river inte 
the main canal of the east section vf 
the Irrigation block, It will consist 
when completed of an earth embank- 
ment on the south bank of the Bow 
river, and a reinforced concrete spiil 
in the existing river channel, connect 
ed at the northerly end with the can} 
headgates. The river is approximately 
600 feet wide at this point, its south 
bank having a gravel beach several 
hundred feet in width gradually rising 
te the prairie level. The earth em- 
bankment will be about 7,000 feet ta 
length, and 350 feet in width, at the 
thickest part of the base, containing 
approximately one mil:ion cubic yards 
of earth. Its upper surface will be 
paved with boulder concrete or rein- 
forced concrete slabs, 

Size of Structure, 

The total length of the weir will 2e 
about 600 feet, another structure will 
be about 720 feet in length between 
abutments, The overflow crest will be 
at a maximum height ef forty feet, 
above which eleven feet of water will 
be retained by structural steel gates 
The spillway will contain about 40,090 
cubic yards of concrete, and 1,260 tons 
of reinforcing steel, 

This dam of the C.P.R,. at Bassano 
is probably the largest which is now 
being built in Canada,

The snow was driven by the wind so | 
hard that the faces of the travellers | 
were cut and made raw within two | 
hours time. The party was forced to! 
dismount from their horses and creep 
along the trail in some places on their } 
hands and knees. The horses fright | 
ened and helpless in the face of the | 
sterm, refused to move on, | 

Thig stalled the party on a side of a | 
mountain approaching the glacier. 
Finally the men trudged on without | 


their horses. Arriving at the long | 
camp they discovered that the storm | 
had played havoc with it. It was 


too stormy to light fires and the men | 
gBroped around as best they could to} 
secure the few remaining tents to the | 
ground. Rocks, saddles, which were | 
brought up by some of the men and | 
small fir trees were utilized to anchor | 
the tents that even this slight shelter 
might not be lost. 

Finally two tents were made 
and twelve men were assigned t 
one of them.
